Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to If an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant's representative wanted to discuss several issues 
concerning the plain definition of the term "integrated circuit" as applied in their invention and how the prior art appears 
to define or set forth a different meaning of its "integrated circuit". In this regard, it was argued that by definition (from a 
dictionary) the claimed integrated circuit must, at least, include a transistor therein while the disclosed integrated circuit 
is completely silent as to that electrical feature. In that, the examiner pointed out that the prior art's integrated circuit (by 
definition) thus somehow may also include the transistor. It was further contended that the prior art lacks enablement 
with respect to having together, in a compatible manner, the disclosed fuel and the integrated circuit and/or a structure 
comprising both the fuel cell and the integrated circuit together in a functional mode. Applicant also discussed issues 
related to "the anode structure" and "the conductive substrate". Applicant presented the possibility of elaborating the 
specification and claim language so as to incorporate the specifc definition of the intergrated circuit as well as 
amending the claim to further limit the anode structure and/or conductive substrate; and to amend the specification to 
replace the term "polymer electrolyte membrene" with "proton exchange membrane". Applicant was advised that any 
amendments either to the specification and/or claim must be fully supported by the original disclosure so as to avoid a 
new matter issue; and if so, any amendment changing the scope of the claim may require additional consideration 
and/or search. Finally, the examiner encouraged the applicant to specifically argue how the claimed integrated circuit 
structure differs from the disclosed integrated circuit. . 
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
